参け the screen is cold, the display may be dark, or the system may seem to be 
operating slightly slower than normal. 

参 The screen may seem dark and hard to see when viewed through sunglasses. 
Change your angle of viewing, adjust the display on the "Display" screen or 
remove your sunglasses. 

■ Changing between day mode and night mode 

When the headlights are turned on, the 
screen dims. 

However, the screen can be switched to day 
mode by touching "Day Mode".
